THE PLAGUE AT MACAO, 
In our issue of the 9th Instant we sounded 
a warning note In reference to there 
being something radically wrong with 
the - sanitary condition of: the nejgh- 
bouring port of Macao.’ On that occasion 
we said—“Our Macao corraspondent 
‘reports that the sanitary. officers‘ of the 
‘Holy City’ are subjecting all passengers 
arriving from Canton to a: very’ careful 
medical inspection with a view to pre- 
venting, If possible, the landing of persons 
suffering from infectious diseases, Can it 
be. possible that the Black: Plague 
has reappeared in Canton and hence 
these precautions at Macao?’ The 
hint thas given to the authorities has, 
we are glad to hear, been received 
In the -splrit It was uttered and Dr. J. 
A. Lowsox, the Assistant Superintendent 
of the. Government Civil. Hospital, who 
did such splendid work, in the plague 
depots here last year, was promptly 
detpatched to Macao to make inquiries 
and report to the Government: Hereturned 
from the “ Holy City” this morning and at 
‘once made a verbal report to the Execu-. 
tive. The gist of that report, which will 
presumably be’published at an early date, 
has not yet been mada known to us, but 
there can be no doubt that had the Doctor 
not found the state of affairs y 
serious Indeed ke would not have been 
called before the Executive Council. in 
such a hurry. But however that may be, 
certaln it!s that the bubonic plague, which 


| caused such sad havoc in this Colony last 


summer, is now epidemic In Macao and 
that the special sanitary precautions -to 
which we referred on the oth Instant have 
been adopted at Macao owing to the 
existence of the disease at Canton, whence 
it has been imported at Macao by infected 
persons. In this connection it may be as 
well to add that Inquiries made atthe 
Portuguese Consulate on the oth Instant 
resulted In our representative being told 
that no information respecting the adoption 
of special sanitary precautions at Macao 


had been recelved by Mr. Roxano,: the | 


Consul, This appears to indicate that the 
powers that’be In the “ Holy City” have 
done their utmost to prevent knowledge 
of the true state of affalrs getting beyond 
the confines of thelr own territory; that 
Instead of giving us friendly warning they. 
have withheld important Information which 
should, In the interests to our common 
humanity {f.for no other purpose, have 
been supplied to the local authorltles at 
the earliest possible moment. ‘

‘And not only unarmed, but 80 pressed by the 
perfect traloing of Japan that she will not be per- 
mitted to.arm"—unless her trials compel ao

Mr. Young then turns tothe American policy, 
and regrets the persistent trolation of the United 
States.

HISTORY OF THR ARMISTICE, 

Tho special correspondent of our contemporary. 
ander date, yoth March, writes :— 

A local armistice ban Just been agreed upon 
by the Plevipotentlaries of the two Powers, At 
eleven thls morning, the Japanese Plentpoten. 
tiarfes, Count Itoand Viscount Mutsu, proceeded 
to the place of canterénce, Fojino Hotel, and In 
the presence of Lord Li algned the decument, 
which was then taken by Mr. Ito, Secretary 
General of the Cabinet, to the Injoji Temple, 
where it recelved, in his presence, the signature 
of Viceroy Li, I need not refer to the particulars 
of armistice, as thay must-have-been made Ba: 
tle before this letter reaches you, It will be mre 
interestlog to describe, as far as my information 
permits, the steps that led to this onexpected 
event. I say unexpected, because It had been 
generally belleved thet Japan would Inslet upon 
certain fmportent conditions before the suspen: 
elon of military operations At the second meet- 
Ing, namely thet onthe arst March, the Chinese 

imbassador asked for an armistice. Therenpon 
the Japanese Plen{potentlarles declared the con. 
ditions upon which they were ready to accede to 
thatfequeet, Those conditions were, first, that 
Shanhalkwan, Tlentsin, and Taku, with their 
forts, armaments, ammunition, etc., should be 
delivered up to the Japanese army; secondly, 
that the raflway between Shanhaikwan and 
Tlentsin should be placed under Japanese 
controls thirdly, that China should pay the 
expenses of matntalning the Japanese armies of 
occupation during the period of the armistice ; 
and, fourthly, that, inthe event of peace not 
belng restored, the above mentioned places 
should continue to be held by the Japanese as 
prizes of war, The Vicerov Li was evidently 
not prepared for these terms, He requested
